By their 
use tha conductor can apply the 
brakes in a second, without the de- 
lay of signaling the engineer with 
the bell cord. 
If this apparatus had 


been attached to the passenger train 
which a few weeks since collided 
with a freight at Cascade, the con 
ductor coald have'btopped his train 
when he found that the engineer was 
running by the station, and the acci 
dent would have been prevented.
